PATIENTS WANT RADIUM 
London Hospitals Appeal to Nation for 
Money to Sec_re Suppl 

London, England.—A week ero it 
Was announced that 500 milligrammes 
of radium were lying in a safe at the 
British Radium Corporation  oflices, 
while five London hospitals were mak- 
ing pitiful appeals for more adequate 
supplies. To quote Doctor Lazarus- 
Barlow, of the Middlesex Hospital, 
cancer laboratories, the huge majority 
of our unfortunate patients have to die 
simply because we have not the rad- 
ium which would at least relieve their 
pain, and might in all probability ef- 
fect a cure in'a good proportion of the 
cases. 

The 500 milligrammes will soon be 


pecting anu additional 300, and there 
is a grave canger that the whole quan- 
tity may be sold to Japan and scores 
of men and women suffering from the 
horrors of cancer w:ll be left to die in 
London, 

There is only a very limited quan- 
tity of radium in the whole world, but 
happily it can be used again and again. 
As Doctor Lazarus-Barlov’ stated, 
more than a thousand years pass be- 
fore its powers fall 50 per cent. } 

It is therefore evident that if these} 
800 milligrammes are purchased for, 
the London hospitals. the beneficient | 
work will go on for many years and 
even many generations to come, and 
the philanthropist who secured the} 
radium would be earning for himself 
the grateful blessings of thousands of 
his less fortunate brethr. :. | 

It is estimated that $64,000 is re- 
quired to | 1y the whole supply. When 
it is remembered how much anguish 
can be relieved and how much despair 
can be changed to hope, this is surely 
a small enough sum. ' 

At the Middlesex Hospital, the Lon- 
don Hospital, the Cancer Hospital, the 
Metropolitan Hospital and St. John’s 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin phy- 
sicians are forced to stand idly by and 
watch the ravages of d'sease which at 
least they could stay if this radium 
were taken from the office safe and 
divided among them. 

The hospitals cannot bu it them- 
selves. They have not the monev, 
Who will help? The necessitv is urg- 
ent. There must be many rich men 
and women whose sympathies will he 
touched and whose check bocks will 
be opened.

TAX TROUBLES KAISER 


Prussian Municipalities Fine Difficul- 
ty in Placing Loans for War 
Fund 
Berlin, Germany.—The’ semi-official 
Cologne Gazette ste’ .s that, amid the 
conflicting assertion: and emotions of 
the hour, oniy one thing can be af- 
firmed with certainty—that the imper- 
jal chancellor, Herr von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, finds himself both from the 
financial and political standpoints in 
an extremely tnenviable . position, 
with regard to the $250,000,000 army | 

increase. : 

It is now known that ‘wide differ- 
ences of opinion exist among the mem- 
bers of the federal ‘council of the em- 
pire as to ways and means for finan- 
cing the recurring cost of the army 
increase, which will be $50,009,000 a 
year. 

The federal states of central Ger- 
many are leading the opposition to 
the proposals in Prussia. A military 
news agency, which has been well in- 
formed on all the developments of the 
army increase and the war tax, asserts 
that the king of Saxony has organized 
his non-Prussian fellow sovereigns 
against the north German tax pro- 
jects. #The same agency “claims to 
know that the taxes on property will 
partly take the form of fresh stamp 
taxes. Articles of luxury will be 
specially affected, and stock exchange 
transactions assessed in 0: >) Way or 
another. 

The banks have now to find $50,000,- 
006 for the undersubscribed half of the 
new Prussian loan. The German 
municipalities, which are also borrow- 
ing heavily, are finding the greatest 
difficulty in placing louns. T_e Ber- 
liner Neueste Nachrichten says it 
would be timely to make a fervent ap- 
peal even to the women of Germany 
to keep their money at home, and not 
to yield to the tempting offers of Paris 
dressmakeys and milliners, who carry 
on an active campaign for German 
trade at this season of the year. The 
newspapers are overwhelmed with 
letters from 
against the hardships which will be 
imposed on them by the war taxes. 


CALL FOR ARMY NURSES 


Women’s Organizations Ente~ Heartlly 
Into the “cheme 

Berlin.—Women’s organizations in 
Germany are taking an enthusiastic 
‘interest in the scheme to supply the 
army with thousands of volunteer 
nurses for emergency service. 

Facilities are now to be pi »vided for 
enabling women of all classes to be- 
come nurses. Only those will be ac- 
cepted who are ready to undergo six 
weeks’ training, wich will be given 
free of charge. Applicants to join 
the nursing volunteer corps: ‘t sup- 
ply their own equipment and pledge 
themselves to respond to the call of 
the war office.

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the public protesting; 
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Russian Peasants Who Believe 
Christ Lived in Ruésta, Not 
Pa estine : 

St. Petersburg, Russia,—An Arch- 
angel correspondent sends a moving 
description of the sufferings of the 
Moldavian peasants who in mid-win- 
ter foll..ed the f —atical tnonk In- 
nocentius over 1000 miles from the 
Podolia government to the Muromsky 
monastery, on the Cnega river, where 
he was banished. 

Ragged, starving and frost-bitten, 
death threatened them all on the 
snowy wastes whe; the Archangel au- 
thorities sent a “orce of rural guards 
to stop their march and arrest their 
leader and telegraphed to the Red 
Cross Society, urgently asking for 
medical aid, Some of the pilgrims 
had money in comparative plenty, for 
before starting northwards they had 
sold their belongings, but it was of 
ho avail to them in the frozen wilder- 
ness. 

Their number was underestimated 
in the first accoun it was well over 
1000, including a great proportion of 
women and children: They were sent 
back to their homes by train in warm- 
ed vans, The correspondent witness- 
ed the departure of one party from the 
station of Niandoma. Frost-bittea 
cheeks, ears, fingers and toes were the 
rule rather than the exception, Near- 
ly all the }2grims were begrimed 
with dirt. Many women and children 
were in hysterics. The occupants of 
one van were squatted on the floor 
praying with open Bibles before them, 

The correspondent questioned the 
pilgrims as to the hold which Innotent- 
ius had over them ‘Incredible as it 
may sound in the twentieth century, 
in a civilized country, the following 
is the gist of the replios he received: 

The followers of Innocentius knew 
that Jesus Christ had appeared in 
the Onega region and not in Pales- 
tine. He was seized there, but was 
taken elsewhere for crucifixion, Al- 
pha and Omega in the Revelation of 
St. John designated our Lord and In- 
nocentius (Reference has been made 
in teleg-ams to the confusion of the 
peasants between Omega and Ounega). 
Otherwise why was there housing 
room for 1000 persons in the Murom- 
sky monastery when the monks only 
numbered 100? This was the work 
of the Lord. Ther had been shown 
a picture of Innocentius. portrayed as 
Jesus Christ with a nimbus encircling 
his head >and a cross and chalice in 
his hands. 

The arrest of Innocentius only serv- 
ed to confirm their belief in his divin- 
ity, and they recounted how, when the 
rural guards came to arrest him, and 
one of the guard: tried to fire a blank 
cartridge in order t» intimidate them, 
his rifle had misfired three times. 

A similay miracle had occurred pre- 
viously at Baltd, in Podolia, when an 
ispravnik (police officer) insulled In- 
nocentius and advanced towards him 
threateningly. Innocentius looked 
straight into his eyes, and said quiet- 
ly: Neither thy hand nor thy foot 
shall stir, and the ispravnik stopped 
dead, as though paralysed. 

On being confronted by the rural 
guards the pilgrims gathered round 
Innocentius, end had to be dragged 
away before the monk could be ar- 
rested. The vice governor of Arch- 
angel approache- Innocentius: Where 
are you going? he asked him. I 
am going to seek the new Zion, was 
the answer, and the crowd of pilgrims 
repeated in song: W-. are going to 
seek the new Zion. ‘ 

Innocentlus’ followers to the far 
north ineluded his mother and five 
sisters. When he wes at Balta, he 
attracted thousands of pilgrims to the 
local monastery bv the power with 
which he was credited of casting out 
devils. There is an appalling amount 
of lunacy in that part of Russta, gen. 
erally eecribed to the peasantry eating 
a paste of unripe maize instead of 
leavened bread. 

The Balta district became an abso. 
lute inferno of the mad, numbers of 
whom were brought there in honds. 
This seems to have been the vrincinal 
reason of Innocentius’. hanishment. 
Several imnar‘ial Investigators main- 
tain that there was nothing immoral 
in his teaching or his life.

Gazette, Essen, one of the leading or- 
gans of the Germ.n armor-plate press, 
expresses the wish that Prince Ern- 
est, heir of the duke of Cumberland, 
who is engaged to the kaiser'’s daugh- 
ter, may be induced to renounce his 
British title of prince before his mar- 
riage. 

Owing to the death of King George 
of Greece, brother of the duchess of 
Cumberland, the royal wedding, ac- 
cording to the Tageblatt, will be as 
simple as possible, and only the im- 
mediate relatives of the two families 
will be present.

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THE HUMAN PRESIDENT FOR WARS OF THE FUTURE 


—_—_ 


WOODROW WILSON BREAKS 
AWAY FROM CUSTOM 


The First American Executive for 
More than a Century to Appear Be- 
fore Houses of Congrese—Received 
an Ovation, and His Appearance 
Aroused Tense Interest. 


Washington .— President Woodrow 
Wilson bridged the gap that for over 
a century has separated the pilot of 
public business and the executive and 
Jegisiative branches of the two gov- 
erniments of the United States. 

Not as a cog in a machine, not as 
an impersonal political entity, nor as 
a mere department of government, but 
as the human president, he went. to 
congress to speak about the tariff. 
Standing before the Senate and House 
of Representatives in joint session, as 

+ no other president had one for more 
than a hundred and twelve years, Pre- 
sidént Wilson stated simply and terse- 
ly what he thought should be done for 
the welfare of the country, and asked 
his legislative c.!’eagues, man to man, 
to aid in keeping the pledges of their 
parts. 

With a sweep of decision that shat- 
tered precedent, the President brushed 
aside all imaginary boundaries be- 
tween congress and the executive of- 
fice, and rescued himself as he ex- 
pressed it, from that isolated island 
of jealous authority which the presi- 
dency hadecome to be regarded. 

Congress had prepared for a cere- 
mony of unusual importance, and such 
it was; yet when President Wilson 
arrived in the midst of the great as- 
semblage, riding through throngs of 
cheering people in the streets, and 
leter looking up into galleries crowded 
with privileged  ticket-holders, he 
seemed after all, what he said he was. 
a human being tryin} to co-operate 
with other human beings in a common 
service. 

When the much-heralded incident. 
was ovér. Congress seemed pleased 
and the President was delighted. He 
expressed himself to friends as im- 
pressed with the dignity of the occas- 
fon, and some of his confidants later 
said that he left the Capitol greatly 
relieved, to think that, after all, his 
precedent-smashing had not been such 
a cataclysm as older heads had pre- 
dicted. 

The President's visit to the Capitol 
was brief, lasting about a quarter of 
an hour. No one except a secret 
service man accompanied him. He 
rode in a White House automobile and 
was driven through the crowds assem- 
bled about the House wing of the 
Capitol. 

From the floor and galleries disting- 
uished guests looked on at the scene. 
Ambassadors from many lands were in 
the audience, members of the cabinet 
were there, and all the peonle who 
possibly could get in were present to 
witness the proceedings. 

The president, escerted by Senator 
Bacon, bowed acknowledgement to the 
applause, and mounted the S~eaker’s 
stand to the journal clerk’s desk, di- 
rectly in front of the Speaker. 

With a smile, as he began to speak. 
the president told his hearers why he 
had come. He said he was glad to 
verify for himself the impression that 
the president of the United States 
was a person. He was speaking in 
an ordinary tone of voice, just as 
though he were talking to a Senator 
in his office. The crowded chamber 
was hushed after the momentary 
thrille of conversation upon his en- 
trance had ebbed away. Every eye 
was fixed upon him as he spoke, and 
it was instantly apparerft that he 
aroused the keenest interest. 

As the president proceeded with his 
preliminary statement, averring that 
he was not a mere department of gov- 
ernment, but human, and that he had 
come to speak naturally with his fel- 
lowmen, the interest was tense. 

After this pleasant experience the 
president declared, I shall feel quite 
normal in all our dealings with one 
another. 

As these words fell from his lips, 
the House and Senate applauded, 
Then the gallery joinedin. Mrs. Wil- 
son, the President's daughter and oth- 
er relatives, were in the gallery. Am- 
bassador Bryce, of England, looked on 
with evident interest. So did Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, of France, ana th 
representatives from other nations.

Despite Dispersion and Persecution Our Latest Slang Phrase Seems te Be Frederick Weyerhaeuser of St. Paul, 


the Jews Remain Virite. 

The Scriptures call the Jews “a pe. 
culiar people,’’ and that they are and 
always have been. We sre now 'pro- 
greasing along in the ‘20th century of 
the Christian era, and shall’ be obliged 
to go back as many centuries before 
that date to reach the first mythical 
of the Jew. 
The founder of: the ebrew race, 
Abram, afterward called Abraham, 


was an Asiatic sheik, or nomad chief. 
‘His original home was in central 
‘Asia, somewhere in the valley of the 


Euphrates. With his flocks and herds 
and some of his relatives with theirs, 
the wanderer took Horace Greeley's 
advice and yet his face westward.’ In 
due time he reached the valley of 
ithe Jordan and settled there. 

The descendants of Abraham got in- 
to Egypt, where for several centuries 
they were enslaved by the Pharaohs. 
From this point on we have « little 
)more accurate account of their doings 
in the books of sMoses, which deal 
with their settlement of the land of 
\Cansan. 

About the time of their settlement, 
or soon after, began a conflict be- 
tween Asia and Europe for control of 
the human race and: its affe‘-«. This 
struggle culminated in the invasion 
of Greece by Artaxerxes, and was [ol- 
lowed by the overrunnin,; of Asia by 
Alexander of Macedon, renewed in the 
‘conflict between Carthage and Rome, 
and kept up in the long struggle be- 
itween the Saracens, Tartars and Turks 
with the broken remnants of the Ro- 
man empire.

- HOW TO SAVE, 
Hints For Fighting the H'ch Cost ef 
: " iving. : “ 

The problem of how to lighten the 
cost of high bbe | is a vital one to- 
day, and especially is this question 
absorbing to the man's wife. 
Her household motto should moda A be 
to make the best of everything. Rus- 
kin says, ‘Industry without art is 
brutality.” And that is justly so of 
Her duty is to make 
her home just as attractive. as pos- 
sible, and to do that she must, keep 
in mind that “a penny ;saved is a 
penny earned’” and that every piece 
of food thrown out is money thrown 
away. 

Here are four things that help much 
in lowering the cost of high living: 

They are buy in as latge quantities 
as possible, thereby getting a reduc- 
tion. Use things in season, when they 
are cheapest. When egg prices soar 
search your cook book and household 
magazines for ‘‘eggless recipes.”’ 
Make a systematic collection of econo- 
mical nutritious dishes. 

When eggs are high in making 
doughnuts boil and mash a good-sized 
potato, beat it in with the sugar and 
make the doughnuts as usual without 
any eggs. 

In making pumpkin or squasir pies 
in place of eggs roll crackers fine and 
use as much of them in bulk as you 
would of eggs. You could not tell 
the difference if you did not. Know. 

When you want pudding for dinner 
and have no milk try ‘adding another 
egg and a few more raisins and use 
warm water in place of milk. 

Beef loaf is a fine dish in which the 
cheaper cuts of meat are never recog- 
nized. To make it take one and fl 
half cupfuls of stale breadcrumbs or 
cracker crumbs, two pounds of ground 
beef, three teaspoonfuls: of salt, sea- 
soning to taste. Mix with water or 
water and milk, using as much as you 
can, and have the meat hold together. 
Bake about one hour in a bread tin. 


| Thicken the liquid left-in the pan for 


gravy. 

Pork in batter is another good way 
to employ the cheap meat. Make a 
batter of one egg’ 
third cupful of milk and enough flour 
to make the consistency of pancake 
batter. Fry ‘some slices of salt pork 
until they look clear and are begin- 
ning to crisp, then dip in the batter 
until well covered. Return to hot fat 
until. well dome. Serve with baked 
potatoes. * 

Lamb a la Creole.—This is an at- 
tractive way to serve up cold lamb 
and is tasty and economical. Mince a 
green pepper after the 8 are re- 
moved and half a small onion and 
cook ‘them together in two tabie- 
spoonfuls of butter for five minutes. 
Stir in four tablespoonfuls of flour. 
When it is well blended add a 
cupful of stewed and strained toma- 


toes and a cupful of the liquor in 


which the-lamb was cooked, or, if it 
happens to be cold roast lamb, use 
water or good gravy thinned. a little. 
Cook till the. mixture is smooth and 
thick, season to taste with salt and 
pepper d turn in two cupfuls of 
cold lamb-~eut into small pieces. Stir 
and ‘cook for six minutes. Make a 
hollow in a mound of hot boiled rice 
and turn the ragout into and over it. 

Beef Liver Lyonnaise. — Procure 
about a pound and a half of beef liver, 
slice it thin and lay it in a wide frying 
pan; sprinkle with salt and pepper 
and two tablespoonfuls of olive oil. 
When ready to cook, put the pan on 
a brisk fire and brown the liver nice- 
ly on both sides. Take the liver out 
and put on a dish to keep hot. Add 
to pan two onions cut into thin shreds. 
Toss them .over the fire till tender, 
then add a tablespoonful of flour and 
a tablespoonful of chopped parsley. 
Stir and mix well anl add a cupful 
of hot water. When these are smooth 
and boiling. return the liver to the 
frying pan and make it very hot. Ar- 
range it on a hot platter and pour 
the sauce over it and send to the table 


with a dish of baked potatoes,
